Business  Changes

A 
pharmacy  student  who  has  completed  two  years  in  a  course  of 
study  approved  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  or  in  practical 
training  under  approved  articles  of  pupilage  or  partly  in  one 
and  partly  in  the  other  is  reserved. 

Events  Cancelled 

Chemical  manufacturers'  dinner. — The  annual  dinner  of 
the  Association  of  British  Chemical  Manufacturers  which  had 
been  arranged  for  October  12  has  been  cancelled. 

Conference  of  Insurance  Committees. — The  annual 
conference  of  Insurance  Committees,  which  was  to  have  been  held 
at  St.  Andrews  on  September  29  and  30,  has  been  cancelled. 

British  Industries  Fair. — The  Department  of  Overseas 
Trade  announces  cancellation  of  the  British  Industries  Fair, 
which  was  to  have  been  held  in  London  and  Birmingham  in 
February,  1940. 

Birkenhead  Association. — The  secretary  of  the  Birke^jhead 
and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association  has  circularized  members 
that  the  committee  is  of  the  opinion  the  syllabus  arrangements 
for  the  winter  session  should  be  suspended.  The  first  meeting 
affected  is  that  arranged  to  be  held  on  October  18. 

South-west  London  Chemists'  Association. — All  general 
and  sports  meetings  and  social  functions  of  the  Association  and 
branches  have  been  abandoned  until  further  notice,  and  adminis- 
tration will  be  conducted  from  the  address  of  the  general  secretary , 
Mrs.  Vera  S.  I.  Browne,  158  Wandle  Road,  Morden,  Surrey. 


Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 

Additions  to  protected  list. — Belle  Isle  Laboratories,  Ltd., 
will  introduce  early  in  October  Panacel  brand  antiseptic  oint- 
ment, IS.  3d.,  los.  6d.  doz. ;  3s.,  25s.  doz.,  less  5  per  cent,  on 
orders  value  £2  and  upwards. 

War-time  Trading  Hours 

Lancaster. — The  local  chamber  of  trade  executive  has  re- 
commended that  closing  hours  for  shops  should  not  be  altered  until 
October  9,  after  which  the  hours  should  be  6  p.m.  nightly  except 
on  Fridays  and  Saturdays,  when  the  closing  time  should  be 
7  p.m.  The  annual  tradesmen's  holiday  has  been  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Leeds. — Local  doctors,  through  the  Medical  and  Panel  Com- 
mittee, have  issued  a  public  notice  that  surgeries  will  close  during 
war  conditions  not  later  than  7  p.m.,  and  have  intimated  that 
the  policy  is  supported  by  the  city's  chemists,  who  are  equally 
anxious  to  close  as  early  as  practicable  in  view  of  the  risks  of 
"black-out"  nights. 

Southport. — The  Insurance  Committee  has  approved  a 
recommendation  by  Southport  chemists  that  their  premises 
should  be  closed  nightly  at  7  p.m.  in  view  of  "black-out" 
restrictions.  An  agreement  between  the  Committee  and  chemists 
that  premises  should  not  be  closed  earlier  than  that  hour  for  the 
dispensing  of  National  Health  Insurance  prescriptions  has 
existed  for  several  years,  but  longer  hours  have  been  observed 
by  the  majority  of  chemists.  Chemists  who  wish  to  keep  their 
shops  open  later  than  seven  o'clock  may  continue  to  do  so.  If 
it  is  found  that  an  alteration  takes  place  in  times  of  business 
pressure,  closing  hours  will  be  reconsidered. 

Wadebridge. — From  September  11,  local  shopkeepers 
adopted  a  closing  hour  of  6  p.m. ;  later  this  will  probably  be 
advanced  to  5  p.m. 

Walsall. — Some  confusion  arose  locally  over  chemists'  hours 
in  present  conditions.  The  Clerk  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
revealed  that  during  one  week  several  chemists  and  doctors 
rang  him  up  about  an  alleged  order  for  7  p.m.  closing  of 
shops.  Several  chemists  were  under  the  impression  that  the 
Chief  Constable  had  given  an  order  that  all  shops  should  be  shut 
at  dusk,  and  that  that  order  would  be  put  into  practice.  In 
reply  to  inquiries,  however,  the  Chief  Constable  stated  that 
he  had  made  no  such  order.  The  question  of  a  rota  system 
whereby  chemists  should  co- 
operate to  share  late  dis- 
pensing services  has  been 
considered,  but  it  was  agreed 
to  put  the  matter  on  the 
agenda  for  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Committee. 
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Minister's  statement  on  shortened  hours. — The  Minister 
of  Health  has  been  approached  recently  by  a  number  of  Insur- 
ance Committees  regarding  possible  modifications  in  doctors ' 
surgery  hours  and  chemists'  shop  hours,  in  view  of  the  present 
restrictions  on  lighting.  The  Minister  recognises  that  re-arrange- 
ment of  hours  would  have  obvious  advantages,  but  points  out 
that  national  needs  and  requirements  will  not  permit  of  the 
closing  of  all  works  and  offices  before  nightfall,  and  that  insured 
persons  engaged  in  works  that  must  remain  open  should  have 
reasonably  adequate  opportunities  of  attendance  at  surgeries 
and  of  obtaining  necessary  medicine.  Subject  to  this,  the 
Minister  thinks  that  any  general  wish  for  re-arrangement  of 
hours  may  be  met. 

Miscellaneous 

British  Standards  Institution. — British  Standard  Specifi- 
cation for  Cod  Oil  for  Sulphonation  Purposes  (B.S.  No.  868)  has 
been  issued.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from  the  Institution  at 
28  Victoria  Street,  London,  S.W.i,  price  2S.  each,  2s.  2d.  post 
free. 

Water  rate  increased. — Trade  users  at  Barnoldswick, 
including  chemists,  have  been  notified  that  there  will  be  an 
increased  flat  rate  charge  as  from  September  29.  The  increase 
for  chemists  is  15s.,  against  los.  in  certain  other  trades.  It  is 
understood  that  the  increase  is  to  meet  a  departmental  deficit, 
and  has  nothing  to  do  with  war  conditions. 

In  the  Courts. — In  the  Bow  County  Court,  London,  recently, 
Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists.  East 
Ham,  sued  A.  Burking,  M.P.S.,  Bristol,  to  recover  £14  17s.  6d. 
for  goods  supplied.  Defendant  did  not  appear  but  wrote  to  the 
court  claiming  an  allowance  of  15s.  nd.  for  returns.  Judgment 
was  for  £14  IS.  yd.  to  be  paid  at  £2  los.  a  month. 

Chemists  to  render  first  aid. — By  arrangement  with  the 
local  Medical  Officer  Burnley  pharmacists  have  agreed  that  in 
the  event  of  an  air  raid  they  will,  immediately  the  "all  clear" 
signal  has  sounded,  render  first-aid  to  persons  suffering  minor 
injuries.  There  will  be  no  attempt  to  treat  patients  seriously 
injured,  who  will  proceed  to  first-aid  posts  or  hospitals.  No 
charge  is  being  made  for  this  first-aid  service,  but  chemists  giving 
their  services  will  be  compensated  for  any  dressings  used. 

Co-OPERATivE  Societies'  Women  Pharmacists. — A  wages 
claim  sponsored  by  the  National  Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied 
Workers  and  arising  out  of  an  award  made  on  June  8  (see  C.  &■  D., 
July  8,  p.  26),  has  been  settled  by  a  decision  of  the  chairman 
(Sir  John  Forster),  after  inability  of  the  Conciliation  Board  to 
reach  a  decision.  The  award  of  the  chairman  is  that  "having 
regard  to  the  professional  qualifications  of  fully  qualified  phar- 
macy shop  assistants  (female),  the  award  of  June  8,  1939,  under 
which  rates  of  wages  were  fixed  for  qualified  pharmacy  shop 
assistants  (male)  shall  be  amended  to  read,  'Qualified  Male  and 
Female  Shop  Assistants.'  " 

Increased  Retail  Business  in  East  Lancashire. — Since 
the  outbreak  of  war  there  has  been  in  East  Lancashire  a 
run  on  proprietary  foods,  glucose,  surgical  dressings,  and 
A.R.P.  requirements.  One  chemist  stated:  "I  should  be  much 
surprised  if  some  of  the  goods  which  have  been  bought  are  not 
still  to  be  found  on  the  shelves  of  most  homes  long  after  this 
war  is  ended."  With  "  black-outs  "  in  progress  little  business  is 
done  after  dusk,  yet  chemists  have  found  that  earlier  hours 
have  not  affected  their  turnover.  National  Health  Insurance 
dispensing  has  been  on  the  quiet  side  for  some  weeks,  but  this 
is  not  due  wholly  to  the  war,  although  the  calling  up  of 
militiamen  and  reservists  has  had  its  effect  even  here. 

Manx  ruling  on  Sunday  trading. — The  Manx  High  Bailiff 
has  ruled  that  the  receiving  of  films  for  developing  and  printing 
on  Sundays,  even  though  no  payment  is  made,  is  an  offence 
against  the  Island's  Sunday  Trading  Restrictions  Act.  The 
judgment  arose  from  a  charge  against  a  Douglas  optician,  and 
the  evidence  showed  that  both  outside  and  inside  the  shop  were 
notices  stating  "Shop  closed  except  to  receive  films  for  develop- 
ing and  printing."  For  defendant  it  was  argued  that  "serving" 
meant  a  personal  service  on  the  part  of  some  person  in  the  shop, 
and  that  the  accepted  sense  of  the  word  was  the  handing  over 
of  goods  to  a  customer  on  the  payment  of  money — in  other 
words,  there  must  be  a  purchasing  of  goods.  In  this  case  no 
money  was  paid.'  The  High  Bailiff  said  that  this  definition  of  the 
word  "serve"  was  altogether  too  limited.  In  the  present  case 
there  was  an  assistant  attending  and  waiting  on  customers  in 
the  shop,  by  receiving  films  for  developing  and  printing,  In  his 


opinion  the  assistant  was  there  for  the  serving  of  customers  and 
the  Act  required  "that  the  premises  are  to  be  closed  in  such  a 
way  that  no  one  is  to  be  employed  to  serve."  A  fine  of  los.  was 
imposed. 

Irish  Notes 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

As  no  further  nominations  in  connexion  with  the  annual 
elections  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  were  received 
by  noon  on  September  18,  the  seven  outgoing  members, 
Messrs.  T.  C.  Scott,  P.  J.  Fielding,  J.  Duggan,  J.  V.  McKeever, 
P.  Brooke-Kelly,  J.  K.  Whelehan,  and  B.  P.  Hickey  are  returned 
unopposed. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 

The  fourteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland  will  be  held  on  October  2,  when  the  results 
of  the  recent  elections  will  be  formally  declared  (the  retiring 
members,  Messrs.  J.  W.  Gray,  J. P.,  John  McGregor,  W.  C.  Tate, 
and  Isaac  W.  Parker  (pharmaceutical) ;  Samuel  Gibson,  J. P., 
and  William  Martin  (druggists)  will  be  declared  returned 
unopposed).  Mr.  W.  C.  Tate  (president)  will  give  an  address  and 
the  financial  statement  will  be  submitted. 

Irish  Drug  Association 

Mr.  P.  A.  Brady  (president)  was  in  the  chair  at  a  committee 
meeting  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  held  on  September  18, 
when  the  committee  issued  the  following  instruction  to  members : 
"In  view  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  international  situation,  with 
its  corresponding  effect  on  the  drug  market,  the  committee  are 
unable  to  issue  lists  of  changes  which  have  taken  place,  as  the 
prices  are  changing  from  day  to  day.  It  is  considered  advisable 
to  defer  issuing  any  list  of  drug  changes  for  the  present.  In  the 
meantime,  members  are  advised  to  carefully  check  the  altered 
prices  on  their  invoices,  and  increase  their  charges  to  show  the 
existing  percentage  of  profit  on  their  sales."  A  letter  from  May, 
Roberts  (Ireland),  Ltd.,  informing  the  committee  that  the 
company  had  refused  to  supply  goods  to  a  non-chemist  trader, 
was  received.  Messrs.  May,  Roberts  enclosed  a  copy  of  the  letter, 
which  was  in  the  following  terms;  "We  are  in  receipt  of  your 
favour  of  the  7th  inst.,  and  note  your  remarks  with  regard  to  the 
business  you  intend  opening.  Unless  you  have  a  qualified 
pharmaceutical  chemist  in  charge  we  regret  that  we  are  not  in  a 
position  to  supply  our  price  list  or  any  goods  to  you.  If  at  a 
later  date  you  engage  a  qualified  chemist  we  shall  be  pleased  to 
consider  the  opening  of  an  account." 

Miscellaneous 

To  be  struck  off  register. — The  "Belfast  Gazette "  notifies 
that  at  the  end  of  three  months,  unless  cause  is  shown  to  the 
contrary,  Irish  Chemicals,  Ltd.,  Samuel  Gibson,  Ltd.,  and  P.  K. 
Arm,  Ltd.,  will  be  struck  off  the  Register  of  Companies  for 
Northern  Ireland. 

Inquest. — At  an  inquest  at  Carrickfergus,  co.  Antrim,  on 
September  19  on  Ernest  Magill,  Victoria  Road,  Carrickfergus, 
who  was  found  in  a  hay  shed  with  a  gunshot  wound,  Mr.  Gilbert 
M.  Shaw,  Ph.C,  gave  evidence  that  deceased  had  asked  him 
for  sleeping  tablets. 

Business  changes. — Mr.  A.  W.  Hendy,  M.P.S.L,  Greystones, 
CO.  Wicklow,  has  opened  a  second  pharmacy  at  31  The  Rise, 
Mount  Merrion,  to  be  known  as  The  Estate  Pharmacy ;  it  will  be 
under  the  management  of  Mrs.  Hendy  (formerly  Miss  Maude 
Olivia  McFarland),  who  is  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. — Mr.  T.  J. 
Gleeson,  M.P.S.L,  has  acquired  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  P.  A. 
Usher,  M.P.S.L,  Sundrive  Road,  Kimmage,  Dublin. 

Control  of  exports. — An  Emergency  Order  has  been  made 
by  tH^  Eire  Government  prohibiting  the  export  of  certain  goods 
except  under  licence.  Under  Schedule  A  of  the  Order  the  export 
is  forbidden  of,  among  other  things,  cereals,  dried  and  pressed 
yeast,  molasses.  Under  Schedule  B  of  the  Order  the  export 
is  forbidden,  except  imder  licence,  of,  among  other  goods,  che- 
micals, drugs,  perfumery,  dyes  and  colours,  glass  bottles  and 
jars,  scientific  glassware,  including  optical  glassware,  electrical 
goods  and  apparatus,  rubber  and  rubber  manufactures,  oil  seeds, 
oils,  fats,  resins,  gums,  and  manufactures  thereof  (including 
candles  and  soaps),  methylated  spirits. 
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Absorbent  Cotton. — At  the  urgent  request  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  the  partial  removal  of  the  prohibition  on  the  export 
of  absorbent  cotton  and  cotton  wadding  has  been  annulled. 
Accordingly  the  export  of  these  goods  continues  to  be  prohibited 
except  under  licence  to  all  destinations. 

Control  of  Exports. — The  Board  of  Trade  announce  a  few 
changes  in  the  export  prohibitions  (see  C.  D.,  Sept.  i6,  p.  295). 
Those  of  interest  to  the  trade  are  set  out  below. 

Added  to  the  goods  indicated  in  the  Schedule  by  the  letter  A  : — ■ 
Bristles  of  the  pig,  hog  or  boar  in  the  raw  or  processed  up  to,  but 
not  including,  the  state  in  which  they  are  in  bundles  or  bunches 
ready,  or  substantially  ready,  for  incorporation  in  a  brush  or 
broom. 

Added  to  the  goods  indicated  in  the  Schedule  by  the  letter  B  : — 
Saltcake. 

The  letter  C  has  been  substituted  for  the  letter  A  in  relation  to  : — ■ 
Absorbent  cotton  and  cotton  wadding;  shellac,  seedlac  and 
sticklac ;  creosote  oil. 

The  following  goods  have  been  removed  from  the  prohibition  on 
export  altogether  : — Caustic  soda ;  pitch ;  potable  spirits. 

Liquid  Glucose  and  Invert  Sugar. — The  Minister  of  Food 
has  made  an  Order  (The  Liquid  Glucose  and  Invert  Sugar 
(Maximum  Wholesale  Prices)  Order,  1939)  as  follows; — 

1.  On  the  occasion  of  a  sale  of  liquid  glucose  or  invert  sugar, 
as  the  case  may  be,  the  maximum  price  which  may  be  charged 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  scale  set  out  in  the  Schedule  to 
this  Order. 

2.  (a)  No  liquid  glucose  may  be  sold  by  wholesale  unless 
such  glucose  be  contained  in  tanks,  casks  or  iron  drums  of  the 
approximate  capacities  mentioned  in  the  first  column  of  Part  I 
of  the  said  Schedule. 

(6)  No  invert  sugar  may  be  sold  by  wholesale  unless  such 
sugar  be  contained  in  casks,  pails  or  paper  sacks  of  the  approxi- 
mate capacities  mentioned  in  the  first  column  of  Part  II  of  the 
said  Schedule. 

3.  The  maximum  prices  mentioned  in  the  said  Schedule  are 
fixed  on  the  basis  of  the  following  terms  and  conditions : — 


(a)  Payment  for  liquid  glucose  is  to  be  made  within  fourteen  days 
of  the  date  of  invoice  ;  (6)  Payment  for  invert  sugar  is  to  be  made 
within  one  month  of  the  date  of  invoice ;  (c)  Prices  for  liquid 
glucose  and  invert  sugar  are  to  include  the  cost  of  delivery  to 
consumers ;  {d)  Tanks,  casks,  pails  and  drums  are  to  be  return- 
able ;  bags  and  sacks  are  to  be  provided  by  the  seller  free  of  cost 
to  the  buyer ;  (e)  An  additional  charge  of  not  more  than  6d. 
per  cwt.  may  be  made  on  the  occasion  of  sales  of  liquid  glucose 
in  lots  of  less  than  five  drums  or  casks. 

4.  No  person  shall  in  connexion  with  any  sale  or  disposition 
of  liquid  glucose  or  invert  sugar  enter  or  offer  to  enter  into  any 
artificial  or  fictitious  transaction  or  make  any  unreasonable 
charge.

Government  and  Pharmacy 

Your  protest  against  the  action  of  the  Government  Depart- 
ments in  negotiating  with  the  medical  men  instead  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  regarding  dispensing  for  evacuee 
children  is  both  timely  and  necessary.  The  necessities  of  warfare 
should  not  be  the  excuse  for  setting  aside  the  civic  rights  of  the 
public  or  of  any  section  of  them,  unless,  of  course,  those  rights 
interfere  with  the  conduct  of  the  war.  It  cannot  be  pleaded  that 
the  right  of  chemists  to  dispense  is  of  that  character.  Indeed, 
the  call  upon  the  services  and  time  of  medical  practitioners  is 
likely  to  be  so  intense  that  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  them  to 
undertake  any  work  lying  outside  their  professional  duties.  It  is 
worth  bearing  in  mind  that  whilst  pharmacists  are  more  in- 
tensively trained  than  ever,  the  pharmaceutical  training  of 
medical  men  is  becoming  more  and  more  perfunctory.  As  a 
consequence,  the  danger  to  the  public  of  dispensing  by  medical 
men  is  growing — and  possibly  that  danger  is  greater  in  war  time 
than  in  peace.  Your  protest  should,  I  hope,  lead  to  a  revision  of 
the  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Health  and  to  an  examination  in 
due  course  of  the  whole  question  and  the  reservation  of  dispensing 
to  pharmacists. 

Social  Movements 

This  leads  me  to  muse  upon  the  effect  of  the  war  upon  our 
whole  outlook.  Those  of  us  who  are  old  enough  to  recall  the  state 
of  England  before  and  after  the  last  war  cannot  escape  the 
conviction  that  the  England  we  know  to-day  can  never  be  the 
same  as  the  land  we  have  known  hitherto.  The  prodigious  pro- 
gress which  has  been  made  in  social  affairs  in  the  last  twenty-five 
years  is  astonishing  when  a  review  is  made  of  that  period. 
There  has  been  a  vast  social  shift.  The  wealth  of  the  country  has 
been  rapidly  passing  out  of  the  hands  of  the  privileged  few  into 


those  of  the  wage-  and  salary-earning  classes.  A  very  large 
number  of  the  latter  have  become  property  owners.  Our  educa- 
tional system  has  opened  up  a  wide  path  for  children  who  in 
earlier  days  would  have  remained  in  the  manual  working  classes — • 
into  the  ranks  of  the  "black-coated"  workers.  There  has  been  a 
cumulative  movement  towards  the  cities,  which  have  grown  into 
vast  conurbations  the  vulnerability  and  cumbersomeness  of 
which  have  been  giving  concern  to  economists  and  statesmen, 
which  have  required  a  war  to  bring  home  to  the  mind  of  the 
"  man  in  the  street."  People  are  immeasurably  better  fed,  better 
housed,  better  entertained  than  ever  they  were.  Standards  of 
taste  in  dress  and  furnishing  have  greatly  risen.  The  war  gave 
impetus  to  this  social  movement,  which  cannot  be  regarded  as 
nearly  completed.  Will  this  war  give  another  push  to  this  shift? 
The  spirit  in  which  we  have  entered  the  war  encourages  the  hope 
that  it  will. 

A  Public  Medical  Service 

Along  with  the  social  movement,  and  indeed  a  part  of  it,  is 
the  desire  to  improve  the  medical  service  of  the  country.  When 
I  speak  of  the  public  medical  service,  I  do  not  use  the  words  in 
their  usually  accepted  sense.  I  think  of  all  the  measures  taken 
for  safeguarding  and  improving  the  health  of  the  people  whether 
those  who  are  engaged  in  that  work  are  remunerated  from  public 
or  from  private  sources.  The  deficiencies  and  defects  of  our 
existing  system  have  been  the  cause  of  much  uneasiness  for 
our  medical  confreres.  There  are  many  things  yet  to  be  put 
right.  No  medical  service  is  complete  without  an  adequate  and 
efficient  pharmaceutical  service.  As  you  have  pointed  out  in 
your  editorial,  the  separation  of  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
functions  lies  at  the  very  foundation  of  a  public  service.  Phar- 
macists are,  by  their  training,  ready  to  play  their  part  in  a 
reconstructed  plan. 
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A  "Back  to  School"  Display 


IN  spite  of  war,  the  education  of  young  people  goes  on,  and 
before  long  they  will  be  returning  to  school  to  begin  a  new 
term.  At  such  times,  a  "Back  to  School"  window  display 
is  often  profitable.  By  collecting  into  one  display  all  the  items 
which  are,  or  may  be,  needed  at  school  or  college,  and  labelling 
them  as  "back-to-school"  requisites,  the  chemist  may  effect 
multiple  sales  where,  if  no  special  effort  is  made,  the  boy  or  his 
mother  would  possibly  purchase  only,  say,  tooth-paste  and  tooth- 
brush. The  display  illustrated  is  quite  straightforward  to  prepare. 
It  requires  two  specially  made  showcards :  A  title-card  bearing 
the  words  "Back  to  School,"  and  another  showcard  worded 
"  Has  he  got  everything?  "  followed  by  a  list  of  articles  which  a 
boarding  school  boy  needs.  Some  addition  to  the  first  is  useful 
but  is  not  absolutely  necessary ;  in  the  present  instance  a  set  of 
"lines"  were  written  on  ordinary  exercise  book  paper  and 
mounted  on  the  card.  A  humorous  sketch  is  also  very  useful,  or, 
alternatively,  if  this  is  not  possible,  an  algebraic  equation.  There 
is  no  need  for  the  showcard  to  be  a  work  of  art.  All  that  is 
required  is  something  to  catch  the  eye  of  the  passer-by,  and  to 
stress  the  fact  that  it  is  a  "  Back  to  School "  display.  Tooth-brush, 


tooth-paste,  nail-brush,  hair-brush,  sponge,  etc.,  should  be 
included,  and  coloured  paper  can  be  used  advantageously  as  a 
background,  a  good  idea  being  to  adopt  the  colours  of  the  nearest 
big  school.  No  matter  how  they  may  "clash,"  it  is  desirable  to 
use  them,  for  they  will  attract  the  students  more  than  anything 
else.  Where  the  colours  run  in  stripes  or  bands  of  varying  widths, 
care  should  be  taken  to  have  the  widths  just  right  on  the  back- 
ground— it  creates  a  much  better  impression  and  prevents 
attention  being  drawn  from  the  goods  to  errors,  which  appear  of 
greater  importance  to  the  schoolboy  than  to  the  window  dresser. 

The  "Back  to  School"  card  should  be  placed  in  a  prominent 
position,  and  just  above  eye-level  is  to  be  considered  the  best 
spot.  At  the  bottom  of  the  window  is  placed  a  small  suit-case, 
which  need  not  be  new.  In  fact,  the  more  battered  it  is,  the  more 
attention  it  will  attract.  A  few  clothes  are  packed  into  the  suit- 
case (pyjamas,  shirt,  socks,  etc.),  and  then,  in  "artistic  disorder," 
are  arranged  the  items  mentioned  on  the  card.  The  showcard  is 
placed  in  front  of  the  upturned  lid,  and  should  be  cut  the  same 
size  as  the  lid.  The  rest  of  the  display  is  simply  an  arrangement 
of  further  items  at  various  prices. — Spencer  Wells  (25/9).

Insurance  Act  Dispensing 


ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Isle  of  Man. — A  list  of  drugs  and  preparations  not  yet  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  but  which  have  been  proved  to  be 
of  value,  and  which,  it  is  considered,  ought  to  be  available  for 
insured  persons,  is  to  be  compiled  by  the  Drug  Accounts  Com- 
mittee of  the  Isle  of  Man  Pensions  and  Insurance  Board.  The 
annual  report  of  this  authority  reveals  that  the  Drug  Committee 
v/as  concerned  about  the  increasing  use  of  proprietary  medicines, 
some  of  which  are  regarded  by  medical  men  as  still  in  the  experi- 
mental stage.  The  physicians  were  asked  whether  it  was  not 
possible  to  give  adequate  treatment  by  prescribing  only  drugs 
and  preparations  included  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and 
their  replies  indicated  that  in  the  main  it  was,  but  that  excep- 
tional cases  occurred  in  which  patients  would  benefit  from  other 
preparations  of  established  merit.  All  doctors  have  been  invited 
to  contribute  to  the  proposed  list,  to  which  additions  would  be 
made  from  time  to  time.  A  doctor  prescribing  other  items  than 
those  in  the  list  might  be  required  to  justify  his  action,  and 
power  would  be  taken  to  make  a  doctor  pay  the  difference  between 
the  cost  of  the  proprietary  preparation  and  of  its  less  expensive 
equivalent  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  extra  expense 
was  not  warranted.  In  1938,  61  per  cent,  of  persons  entitled  to 
medical  benefit  made  use  of  it.  A  slight  increase  arose  from 
the  inclusion  of  young  people  between  14  and  16  years. 

SCOTLAND 

Drug  Accounts  Committee  (Scotland). — The  annual 
report  on  the  work  of  the  committee  during  1938  states  that 
prescription  forms  (exclusive  of  prescriptions  for  insulin),  priced 
and  scrutinised  on  Isehalf  of  the  lifty-four  Insurance  Committees 
in  Scotland  numbered  2,969,062,  their  value  being  /i76,745.  The 
average  price  per  prescription  form  increased  by  'SSd.  to  i4-28d. 
The  following  table  shows  comparative  figures  for  recent  years.

Parliamentary  News 

Summer  Time 

It  was  announced  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  September  20 
that  summer  time  would  be  extended  this  year  until  November 
iS. 

National  Service 

In  the  course  of  his  reply  to  a  question  asked  on  September  15 
as  to  what  steps  should  be  taken  by  persons  who  wished  to  offer 
their  services  upon  work  of  national  importance,  whether  paid 
or  unpaid,  the  Minister  of  Labour  stated:  "Members  of  the 
medical,  dental,  pharmaceutical,  nursing  and  legal  professions 
should  not  apply  to  the  Central  Register  and  should  consult  the 
appropriate  professional  organisations  if  they  desire  advice  or 
guidance." 

Cod  Liver  Oil  Supplies. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster  was  asked  on 
September  20  whether,  in  view  of  the  evacuation  of  children  and 
nursing  and  expectant  mothers,  steps  had  been  taken  to  ensure 
that  adequate  supplies  of  cod  liver  oil  were  available  in  the 
evacuation  centres. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Morrison  :  There  are  ample  supplies  of  cod  liver 
oil  to  meet  all  requirements  and  I  understand  that  the  reception 
areas  are  obtaining  the  full  quantities  they  need  through  the 
usual  channels.

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Sources  of  Supply 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the  war  our  inquiry  department  has 
day  after  day  been  deahng  with  requests  for  information 
greatly  in  excess  of  those  received  in  times  of  peace.  An 
analysis  of  these  inquiries  reveals  that  the  majority  relate 
to  the  names  of  manufacturers  or  other  sources  of  supply, 
thus  indicating  that  producers  do  not  realise  the  opportun- 
ities they  are  losing  through  lack  of  publicity.  We  pointed 
out  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  September  i6  (p.  303) 
that  the  pharmacist  has  "a  gradually  widening  scope  for 
his  business,  and  we  think  that  this  is  no  time  in  which  to 
show  timidity  in  advertising.  The  courageous  producer  and 
distributor  who  is  prepared  to  '  tell  the  world '  of  his  wares 
and  the  varieties  thereof  is  sure  to  reap  the  reward  of  his 
enterprise."  This  statement  had  not  to  wait  long  for 
confirmation,  as  our  Liverpool  correspondent  (September 
23,  p.  318)  reported  that  local  chemists  "have  experienced  a 
considerably  increased  turnover  during  the  last  two  weeks, 
as  much  as  20  to  50  per  cent,  above  normal." 

In  business  to-day  the  abnormal  must  be  treated  as 
normal  and  enterprise  has  a  greater  opportunity  than 
ever  of  obtaining  reward.  The  spending  power  of  the 
community  is  greater  than  it  has  been  for  many  years,  and 
the  redistribution  of  the  population  due  to  evacuation  is  not 
only  tending  to  equalise  the  volume  of  purchasing  over  the 
whole  country  but  is  creating  a  demand  in  many  districts 
for  products  hitherto  comparatively  unknown  in  certain 
areas. 

It  is  not  only  to  manufactured  articles  that  the  above 
remarks  refer ;  they  apply  equally  to  the  raw  materials  of  the 
drug,  chemical  and  cosmetic  trades.  Many  products,  which 
are  in  comparatively  small  request  in  peace  time,  are  in  so 
much  greater  demand  when  a  war  breaks  out  that  increased 
use  inevitably  leads  to  new  sources  of  supply  and  the 
introduction  of  alternative  preparations.  Other  manu- 
facturers, merchants  and  consumers  are  most  anxious  to 
learn  where  the  products  they  handle  may  be  obtained.

A  Nation  of  Shopkeepers 

A  soldier  who  aimed  at  the  establishment  of  domination 
over  the  continent  of  Europe  once  fell  into  the  error  of 
gibing  at  his  foes.  That  is  in  general  a  foolish  step  because 
it  betrays  the  weakness  of  one's  own  case  and  because  gibes 
have  an  unpleasant  trick  of  becoming  true  by  efflux  of  time. 
The  sneer  of  to-day  often  becomes  the  title  of  honour  of 
to-morrow.  The  soldier  we  speak  of  was  Napoleon  and  his 
gibe  was  that  the  British  were  a  nation  of  shopkeepers. 
Napoleon  ended  his  days  in  exile,  and  to-day  we  have  reason 
to  be  thankful  that  we  are  a  "nation  of  shopkeepers."  We 
have  built  up  our  strength  as  a  nation  upon  our  trade,  and 
as  has  no  other  people,  we  have  founded  our  empire  upon 
the  sure  foundation  of  commerce.  Moreover,  our  trading 
has  come  to  have  a  character  which  is  quite  unique.  Phoeni- 
cians, Lombards,  Jews,  Dutch,  each  in  their  turn  have 
come  to  our  shores  for  trading  purposes  and  each  has  con- 
tributed some  quality  of  his  own  which  we  have  assimilated 
into  our  own  mercantile  system.  In  like  manner,  we  have 
laid  the  craftsmanship  of  many  nations  under  tribute, 
and,  as  a  result,  British  craftsmanship  is  now  universally 
recognised  as  unequalled  in  quality,  as  our  mercantile 
integrit}^  has  come  to  be  recognised  in  the  familiar 
expression:  "The  Englishman's  word  is  his  bond."  Our 
shopkeeping  is  at  once  our  strength  and  our  glory. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  either  to  assail  or  to  defend  the 
claim  of  pharmacists  to  be  regarded  as  professional  men  for 
the  moment.  Let  us  accept  the  position  of  about  80  per 
cent,  of  the  total  number  of  registered  pharmacists  as 
shopkeepers  buying  and  selling  goods  and  in  the  process  of 
doing  those  things  making  a  modicum  of  profit.  There  is 
nothing  to  apologise  for  in  taking  our  stand  there.  For  one 
of  the  fruits  of  the  social  revolution  which  has  been  pro- 
ceeding for  the  last  thirty  years  and  to  which  the  present 
conflict  will  give  great  impetus  is  that  the  sharp  discrimina- 
tion between  the  professional  and  the  trading  classes  is  in 
process  of  breaking  down.  Artificial  barriers  of  that  kind 
cannot  stand  the  shock  of  the  upsurging  of  social  forces. 
It  is  as  shopkeepers,  who  by  virtue  of  their  special  training 
are  in  a  position  to  give  an  irreplaceable  service  to  the  state, 
that  pharmacists  are  included  in  the  list  of  reserved  occu- 
pations. It  may  be  that  many  pharmacists  feel  some 
irritation  that  they  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  take  part  in  the 
unusual  and  more  exciting  adventures  of  military  and  other 
forms  of  national  service,  but  when  we  recall  that  in  cases 
of  emergency  such  as  might  arise  from  an  air  raid  the 
pharmacist  can  give  help  which  no  other  tradesman  or 
professional  man  could  give,  that  feeling  of  irritation  will 
pass.  The  Ministry  of  Health  has  insisted  that  the  proper 
place  of  the  pharmacist  is  in  the  pharmacy,  and  as  pharma- 
cists we  must  be  prepared  with  all  the  resources  at  our 
disposal  to  give  the  most  effective  and  devoted  service 
that  lies  in  our  power  and  within  the  scope  of  our  pro- 
fessional qualifications. 

At  the  same  time,  there  are  many  openings  for  the 
services  of  pharmacists  in  voluntary  A.R.P.  work.  Their 
training  in  different  branches  of  science  fits  them  eminently 
to  offer  just  the  very  kind  of  service  which  is  in  demand 
in  war  time — and  we  think,  as  we  have  said  on  earlier 
occasions,  that  a  scheme  could  have  been  devised  so  that 
the  services  of  pharmacists  could  have  been  so  utilised, 
and  in  such  a  way  as  to  offer  the  minimum  of  disturbance 
of  their  function  as  dealers  in  medicines  and  medical  and 
surgical  supplies. 
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An  Onerous  Burden 

Widespread  dissatisfaction  is  being  expressed  at  the  War 
Risk  Insurance  of  commodities  as  at  present  operated  and 
the  statement  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  September  20  seems  to  offer  no 
immediate  rehef  from  this  burden.  Mr.  OHver  Stanley  said 
"It  is  yet  too  early  to  say  whether  these  assumptions  may 
require  modification.  .  .  .  While  it  is  impossible  at  this 
date  to  give  any  figure,  I  anticipate  that  the  expenses  of 
administration  will  constitute  only  a  small  fraction  of  the 
premium  receipts.  ...  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Govern- 
ment so  to  adjust  the  rate  of  premium  from  time  to  time 
in  the  light  of  developments  as  to  provide  a  fund  which 
will  not  be  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  claims  and  expenses, 
and  due  account  would  be  taken  of  any  existing  surplus  in 
the  making  of  such  adjustments." 

There  is  of  course  no  actuarial  basis  on  which  the  risk  of 
war  damage  to  stocks  can  be  assessed,  meanwhile  the 
Government  plan  is  apparently  to  accumulate  a  reserve  fund 
and  then  possibly  lighten  the  burden  as  the  result  of 
experience.  The  scheme  may  have  been  conceived  for 
conferring  the  greatest  good  on  the  greatest  number,  but 
there  is  no  question  that  it  is  causing  considerable  hardship, 
and  as  in  the  main  the  costs  will  be  paid  b}'  the  public,  the 
price  of  goods  is  being  and  will  be  unduly  increased.  Two 
things  are  obvious,  one  is  that  in  the  case  of  goods  which 
pass  through  a  number  of  hands  before  reaching  the  public 
they  will  be  insured  twice  or  maybe  three  or  four  times; 
the  other  is  that  where  the  stock  carried  is  not  sufficiently 
high  to  be  insured  (and  is  not  insured  voluntarily),  the  price 
must  almost  certainly  be  indentical  with  that  of  insured 
stock.  Commercial  insurance  is  designed  to  enable  a  busi- 
ness to  survive  a  calamity  but  the  present  scheme  is  so 
great  a  strain  on  many  businesses  that  many  may  fail 
through  bankruptcy  rather  than  bombs.  In  fact,  to  put 
the  matter  briefly,  the  scheme  is  taxation  rather  than 
insurance.  At  the  moment  trade  organisations  are  en- 
deavouring to  restrict  increases,  and  while  in  some  cases 
no  extra  is  being  charged,  in  others  varying  amounts  up 
to  5  per  cent,  are  being  added.  At  the  moment  this  figure 
seems  to  be  the  maximum  regarded  as  reasonable.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  the  Government  scheme  should  be 
withdrawn  and  that  compensation  for  damage  to  commodi- 
ties should  be  a  charge  on  the  State.  Such  a  proposition 
is  indefensible  on  several  grounds,  e.g.,  the  taxpayer  would 
be  called  upon  to  share  and  pay  for  risks  over  which  he  had 
no  control.  Nevertheless  it  should  not  be  impossible  for 
the  business  community  to  devise  a  scheme  which  would 
prove  less  onerous  than  that  at  present  in  vogue. 

International  Trade  in  August 

The  threat  of  hostilities  was  no  doubt  the  reason  for  the 
general  and  substantial  increase  in  our  international  trade 
during  August.  The  Board  of  Trade  returns  show  that 
imports  of  all  classes  of  merchandise  were  up  by  ;^7,ooo,ooo 
compared  with  August,  1938,  while  exports  of  domestic 
manufacture  increased  bj'  nearly  ;^750,ooo.  With  these 
increases  in  inwards  and  outwards  shipments  the  total 
values  for  the  period  January-August  were  brought  up  to 
approximately  the  same  levels  as  those  recorded  for  the 
corresponding  months  of  1938. 

The  figures  for  the  "Chemicals,  etc."  group  for  the  month 
under  review,  particularly  so  far  as  imports  are  concerned, 
clearly  indicate  that  the  Trade  was  also  apprehensive  about 


the  international  political  situation  and  that  many  ship- 
ments were,  on  that  account,  hurried  forward.  Imports 
increased  by  about  ;^5oo,ooo  compared  \vith  Augu.st,  1938,

C.I.F.  Contracts 

Now  that  there  is  to  some  extent  a  gradual  resumption  of 
quotations  from  overseas  shippers,  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  normal  terms  of  c.i.f.  contracts,  so  far  as  purchasers 
are  concerned,  are  considerably  extended.  In  the  first 
place,  any  extra  freight  charges  that  ma.y  be  incurred  are 
for  buyer's  account ;  similarly,  the  cost  of  war  risks  insur- 
ance over  -J  per  cent,  is  debited  to  the  purchaser.  The 
latter  item  may  be  quite  considerable  as,  for  instance,  the 
present  war-risks  rate  for  cargoes  between  Japanese  and 
United  Kingdom  ports,  which  is  5  per  cent.  4!  per  cent, 
has  to  be  paid  by  the  buyer,  and  the  remaining  |-  per  cent, 
is  paid  by  the  seller.  Under  present  conditions  it  is  not 
unusual  for  goods  destined  for  this  country  to  be  unloaded 
at  neutral  ports — a  procedure  that  has  already  occurred 
in  a  number  of  instances,  goods  purchased  c.i.f.  London, 
Liverpool,  etc.,  having  been  unloaded  at  Portuguese  and 
sometimes  at  Baltic  ports.  It  is  the  business  of  the  buyers 
to  arrange  and  pay  for  the  completion  of  the  transport  of 
such  goods  to  this  country.  When,  for  example,  a  quotation 
for  Japanese  menthol  is  received  at  12s.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  it 
may  quite  easily  occur  that  by  the  time  the  goods  eventu- 
ally arrive  in  this  country  the  net  cost,  landed,  with  the 
additional  charges  as  outlined  above,  is  in  the  region  of 
15s.  or  i6s.  per  lb. 
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Analytical  Processes  of  the  B.P.

AS  the  time  for  publication  of  the  new  British  Pharmacopcoia 
A-*  approaches  (1942),  it  becomes  of  increasing  importance 
JL  \.  critically  to  examine  the  analytical  processes  of  the 
present  Pharmacopoeia,  so  that  methods  may  be  revised  in  the 
light  of  the  experience  gained.  In  the  succeeding  paragraphs 
methods  described  in  various  monographs  are  dealt  with  in 
alphabetical  order. 

Ammoniated  Mercury. — An  instruction  to  shake  the  sample 
with  the  potassium  iodide  solution  in  a  stoppered  flask  until 
solution  is  complete  might  be  inserted.  Ammoniated  mercury 
is  somewhat  slowly  soluble  in  this  medium,  and  it  is  important 
to  avoid  any  loss  of  ammonia  whilst  solution  is  being  effected. 

Ammonium  Chloride. — Results  obtained  by  different  as.say 
methods  on  an  A.R.  sample  of  the  salt  are  given  in  the  table 
below : —

(Decinormal  silver  nitrate  solution  was  in  each  case  standardised 
with  pure  sodium  chloride,  using  the  same  indicator  as  that  employed 
in  the  titration.) 


The  official  directions  are  to  precipitate  the  chloride  from  dilute 
nitric  acid  solution  with  a  known  excess  of  standard  silver- 
nitrate  solution,  make  up  to  a  definite  volume  with  water, 
filter  and  back-titrate  an  aliquot  part  with  standard  thiocyanate 
solution  in  the  usual  way.  Several  criticisms  may  be  levelled 
against  this  procedure.  First,  it  is  difficult  to  make  up  accurately 
to  the  loo-mil  mark  in  a  graduated  flask  when  particles  of  the 
precipitated  silver  chloride  are  rising  in  the  liquid.  Even  when 
the  mixture  is  boiled  to  coagulate  the  precipitate,  the  analyst 
usually  finds  that  some  particles  remain  floating  on  the  surface. 
Moreover,  the  procedure  entails  transference  from  the  boiling- 
flask  to  the  graduated  flask,  thereby  increasing  the  possibility 
of  error.  Next,  a  direction  to  shake  thoroughly,  of  obvious 
importance,  is  omitted.  It  may  be  considered  that  this  instruction 
should  not  be  necessary  for  experienced  analysts,  as  it  is  a  matter 
of  common  sense,  but  the  Pharmacopoeia  usually  stresses  points 
of  obvious  importance  and  it  should  at  least  be  consistent. 
Thirdly,  the  direction  of  filtering  and  method  of  taking  an  aliquot 
part  could  be  improved.  Filtration  is  carried  out  for  the  purpose 
of  rendering  the  end-point  more  definite  and  accurate.  If  the 
silver  chloride  is  not  removed,  some  of  it  reacts  with  the  ferric  thio- 
cyanate and  is  converted  into  the  less  soluble  silver  thiocyanate, 
thus  rendering  the  end-point  less  definite  and  decreasing  accuracy. 
Filtration  will  overcome  this  difficulty,  but  another  error, 
though  a  small  one,  is  introduced  in  taking  the  50-mil  aliquot 
part,  on  account  of  the  volume  occupied  by  the  silver  chloride 
in  the  original  graduated  flask.  However  small  the  error  may  be, 
it  is  desirable  to  eliminate  it  if  possible,  particularly  when  it  is 
necessary  to  operate  on  so  small  a  weight  of  material  as  0-2  gm. 
Another  point  concerns  adsorption.  Before  measuring  the  50-mil 
aliquot  part  required  for  the  back-titration  in  the  official  pro- 
cedure, it  is  advisable  to  reject  the  first  10  mils  of  the  filtrate, 
though  the  difficulty  is  not  thereby  completely  overcome.  It 
is  true  that  these  problems  are  partially  resolved  if,  after  addition 
of  the  known  excess  of  standard  silver  solution,  the  whole  of  the 
mixture  is  filtered,  the  filter  washed  thoroughly,  and  the  com- 
bined filtrate  and  washings  titrated  back  with  the  standard 
thiocyanate  solution.  Here  there  is  no  question  of  making 
up  to  a  definite  volume  or  of  the  taking  an  aliquot  part.  Thorough 
washing  is,  of  course,  imperative.  (It  is  interesting  to  note  in 
this  connexion  that  the  modified  procedure  has  been  adopted 
in  determining  the  chlorine  content  of  bismuth  oxychloride. 
Here  again,  however,  the  official  directions  are  incomplete,  in 


that  the  all-important  instruction  to  wash  thoroughly  is  not 
mentioned.)  Even  with  this  modification  of  the  official  procedure, 
however,  the  results  obtained,  as  indicated  by  the  figures  quoted 
above,  are  only  slightly  better  than  those  found  by  the  B.P. 
method,  whilst  a  direct  Volhard  titration  yields  figures  still  much 
further  from  the  truth.  Perhaps  the  most  iinportant  considera- 
tion in  the  three  methods  is  the  effect  of  adsorption  on  the  end- 
point,  and  in  neither  the  official  process  nor  the  modification 
considered  above  is  this  difficulty  completely  overcome.  The 
figures  shown  in  the  table  indicate  that  the  procedure  consistently 
yielding  results  closest  to  actual  fact  is  that  of  Fajans,  employing 
fluoresceine  as  an  adsorption  indicator.  Next  in  order  of  accuracy 
comes  Mohr's  chromate  method,  which  consistently  yields 
somewhat  high  results.  With  none  of  the  other  three  (Volhard) 
methods  are  the  results  found  to  be  so  accurate  or  so  consistent. 
In  Mohr's  method  much  depends  on  the  skill  of  the  operator  in 
recognising  the  slightest  change  in  the  titration  flask  indicative 
that  a  trace  of  silver  chromate  has  been  formed.  To  apply  a 
correction  so  as  to  allow  for  the  silver  used  up  in  this  way  is 
really  necessary,  and  as  this  itself  is  a  variable  factor,  depending 
upon  existing  conditions,  the  method  is  not  recommended. 

Use  of  Fluoresceine  as  Adsorption  Indicator. — An  ap- 
proximately decinormal  solution  of  the  salt  is  made  up  by  weigh- 
ing about  1-4  gm.  and  dissolving  up  to  250  mils.  25  mils  of  this 
solution  are  diluted  to  50  mils,  eight  to  ten  drops  of  the  indicator 
solution  are  added  and  the  mixture  is  titrated  with  decinormal 
silver-nitrate  solution,  shaking  after  each  addition.  When  the 
equivalent  amount  of  silver  has  been  added,  the  next  drop 
causes  the  precipitate  to  assume  a  pronounced  pink  tint.  The 
end-point  is  sharply  defined,  and  affected  neither  by  adsorption, 
as  in  the  Volhard  method,  nor  by  the  necessity  for  correction, 
as  in  Mohr's  method.  Thus  the  titration  error  is  almost  negligible. 
Moreover,  increased  accuracy  is  obtained  by  weighing  a  larger 
amount,  although  this  requires  the  use  of  a  pipette  in  measuring 
the  25  mils.  Alternatively,  if  only  enough  of  the  salt  is  taken  for 
one  titration,  the  measuring  error  is  eliminated.  With  this 
procedure  the  use  of  only  one  standard  solution  is  necessary. 
The  method  is  simple  and  the  results  obtained  are  exact.  It  is 
rapidly  performed,  though  at  least  two  titrations  are  desirable, 
the  first  serving  as  a  rough  guide.  The  indicator  consists  of  a 
o-i  per  cent,  aqueous  solution  of  sodium  fluoresceine,  and  the 
decinormal  silver  nitrate  solution  should  be  standardised  in  the 
same  way  against  pure  sodium  chloride. 

Aromatic  Spirit  of  Ammonia. — In  this  determination,  the 
precipitated  barium  carbonate,  after  washing,  is  directed  to  be 
dissolved  in  standard  acid.  It  is  perhaps  best  to  transfer  both 
paper  and  precipitate  to  the  titration  flask,  and  although  with 
most  good  quality  papers  a  blank  determination  on  the  paper  is 
unnecessary,  it  is  desirable  as  a  precautionary  measure.  In  this 
assay  a  sintered  glass  filter  may  be  employed  quite  satisfactorily, 
using  more  of  the  standard  acid  if  necessary,  and  washing 
thoroughly. 

Chloral  Hydrate. — Perhaps  no  assay  in  the  Pharmacopoeia 
yields  such  variable  and  inaccurate  results  as  that  adopted  for 
chloral  hydrate.  The  directions  are  to  dissolve  about  4  gm.  in 
water  and  add  a  known  excess  of  standard  alkali.  After  standing 
for  two  minutes  the  excess  alkali  is  to  be  titrated  back  with 
standard  acid.  The  reaction  is: — 

CCl3CH(OH)2  +  NaOH  ->  CHCI3  +  HCOONa  -f  H2O 
The  cause  of  the  trouble  is  well  known.    The  chloroform  pro- 
duced in  the  reaction  begins  to  be  hydrolysed  by  the  excess  of 
alkali  present,  according  to  the  following  reaction : — 

CHCI3  -f  4  NaOH  3  NaCl  -f  HCOONa  -f  2H2O 
and  an  inaccurate  result  is  inevitable.  The  object  of  standing 
for  two  minutes  before  titrating  back  is  to  overcome  this  possi- 
bility, but  in  fact  hydrolysis  of  the  chloroform  sets  in  before  the 
expiry  of  this  time.  Setting  a  time  limit  is  in  any  event  unsatis- 
factory ;  for  the  question  arises  as  to  when  the  two  minutes' 
interval  should  commence  and  finish.  Reaction  commences  with 
the  addition  of  the  first  drop  of  the  alkali  and  quite  a  few  seconds 
are  required  for  running  in  the  30  mils  required.  Moreover, 
the  hydrolytic  reaction  proceeds  until  all  the  excess  alkaU  has 
been  neutralised,  though  at  a  steadily  decreasing  velocity. 
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Probably  the  most  satisfactory  process  of  assay  that  can  be 
devised  will  depend  on  a  chlorine  determination.  On  account  of 
loss  of  halogen  it  is  not  possible  for  quantitative  purposes  to 
utihse  a  similar  procedure  to  that  adopted  for  trichloracetic 
acid  (fusion  of  the  substance  with  sodium  carbonate  or  with  a 
sodium  carbonate/sucrose  mixture  to  produce  sodium  chloride).  It 
is  possible,  however,  to  determine  the  substance  by  allowing  both 
the  hydrolytic  reactions  mentioned  above  to  go  to  completion, 
provided  that  steps  are  taken  to  avoid  loss  of  chloroform  before 
the  hydrolysis  is  complete.  For  this  reason  an  efficient  condenser 
system  must  be  employed.  The  method  is  carried  out  as  follows  : — 
About  0-5  gm.  of  chloral  hydrate  is  weighed  and  washed  into  a 
Kjeldahl  flask  with  lo  mils  of  neutral  alcohol  via  a  funnel.  Another 
lo-mii  portion  of  the  alcohol  is  employed  in  washing  any  crystals 
from  the  sides  of  the  flask  down  to  the  bottom.  25  mils  of  standard 
2N  alcoholic  potash  solution  are  added  and  the  flask  attached  to 
a  double-surface  condenser.    In  the  experiments  carried  out,  an 
ordinary  Liebig  condenser  was  attached  over  the  first  condenser, 
but  this  precaution  is  perhaps  unnecessary.  The  mixture  is  heated 
directly  wjth  a  small  gas  flame  and  allowed  to  boil  gently  for  half 
an  hour.  At  the  end  of  this  time  the  source  of  heat  is  removed,  the 
condenser  washed  through  with  15  to  20  mils  of  alcohol,  and  gentle 
boiling  continued  for  another  half  hour.  After  cooling,  the  mixture 
is  titrated  with  standard  acid  (Njz  or  Njx)  to  plienolphthalein. 
•  In  this  way,  by  allowing  both  reactions  to  go  to  completion, 
each  molecule  of  chloral  hydrate  is  equivalent  to  five  molecules 
of  sodium  hydroxide.    Five  assays  carried  out  yielded  these 
results:  98-70,  98-89,  99-22,  99-75  and  99-79  per  cent.  So  much 
variation  might  lead  one  to  condemn  the  method  at  first  sight, 
but  such  variation  is  due  to  the  difficulty  of  accurately  measuring 
the  strong  alkali  solution  required.  To  prevent  loss  of  chloroform, 
and  to  complete  the  hydrolysis  as  rapidly  as  possible,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  employ  a  strong  alcoholic  alkali  solution,  and  with  such  a 
solution  an  excess  or  deficiency  of  one  drop  has  an  appreciable 
eflfect  on  accuracy.    A  burette  is  preferable  for  measuring  the 
25  mils  of  this  solution,  and  due  allowance  must  be  made  for 
drainage.   Provided  that  the  condensing  system  is  efficient  and 
that  the  -zN  alkali  solution  can  be  accurately  measured,  con- 
sistently good  results  can  be  obtained.    The  procedure  would 
certainly  seem  to  be  preferable  to  the  official  method,  which 
cannot  be  regarded  as  reUable.  The  disadvantage  of  the  procedure 
lies  in  the  necessity  of  exercising  the  precautions  indicated, 
particularly  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  2N  alkali  solution. 


Iron  and  Quinine  Citrate. — More  detailed  instructions  are 
desirable  in  the  assay  for  quinine.  The  5  gm.  taken  for  the 
determination  is  best  dissolved  in  water  in  a  beaker  and  then 
transfenred  to  the  separating  funnel,  washing  the  beaker  thor- 
oughly. The  first  portion  of  ether  should  then  be  added  and 
finally  the  mixture  rendered  slightly  alkaline  with  ammonia 
solution.  The  difficulties  which  arise  are  due  to  the  respective 
solubilities  of  [a)  ether  in  water,  and  [b]  water  in  ether.  On 
account  of  [a)  it  is  easy  to  lose  some  quinine,  and  consequently 
obtain  a  low  result,  and  in  regard  to  (6)  the  likelihood  is  that 
some  iron  will  pass  into  the  ethereal  solution  of  the  alkaloid  and 
thus  give  rise  to  a  high  result.  The  operator  is  thus  faced  with 
these  two  difliculties  :  (i)  He  must  extract  a  sufficient  number  of 
times  with  the  ether  to  ensure  complete  extraction  of  the  quinine, 
when  he  will  almost  certainly  include  some  iron  in  the  extracts. 
(2)  He  must  wash  the  extracts  sufficiently  to  remove  any  iron 
and  yet  avoid  loss  of  quinine  due  to  the  solubility  of  the  ether 
in  water.  A  middle  course  must  therefore  be  adopted  and  the 
following  procedure  is  suitable :  Extract  with  three  portions  of 
ether,  using  25,  20  and  15  mils  respectively.  The  aqueous  layer 
is  now  tested  for  quinine  and  if  necessary  again  extracted.  Mix 
the  ethereal  extracts  and  wash  once  with  a  5-mil  portion  of 
water.  The  solvent  is  then  distilled  off  in  the  ordinary  way. 

It  might  be  preferable  to  employ  another  solvent  as  the 
extraction  agent.  Although  the  use  of  chloroform  or  carbon 
tetrachloride  possesses  certain  disadvantages,  the  difficulties 
mentioned  above  do  not  arise  with  them,  and  with  care  accurate 
results  may  be  obtained. 

Lead  Acetate. — In  the  determination  of  lead  in  this  prepara- 
tion, as  in  strong  solution  of  lead  subacetate,  a  precipitate  of  the 
oxalate  is  obtained  which,  after  washing,  is  suspended  in  water, 
decomposed  with  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  and  titrated  with 
potassium  permanganate  solution  in  the  normal  manner.  A 
difficulty  arises  in  connexion  with  the  removal  of  the  precipitate 
from  the  filter.  It  is  not  easy  to  ensure  complete  removal,  even 
with  a  fine  jet  of  hot  water,  and  it  is  perhaps  best  to  transfer  the 
precipitate  and  the  paper  to  the  titration  flask.  In  this  event, 
however,  it  is  necessary  to  carry  out  a  blank  determination  on 
another  sample  of  the  same  filter  paper.  It  would  be  an  advantage 
if  more  explicit  directions  were  given  in  the  monograph.

Protection  of  Trad 

BY  Egyptian  Law  No.  57  of  1939,  trade  marks  are  to  be 
registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Commerce  and  not,  as 
formerly,  at  the  Mixed  Courts.  The  law  consists  of  43 
articles;  it  was  authorised  in  July  1939,  and  will  come  into 
force  three  months  after  the  publication  of  Regulations. 

Every  kind  of  brand  or  mark  used  in  trade  or  to  indicate 
origin,  quality  or  treatment  of  goods  is  covered.  The  Register 
will  be  kept  at  the  Ministry  of  Commerce.  Ownership  of  a 
mark  will  rest  in  the  registrant,  and  may  not  be  disturbed  after 
five  years'  continuous  use  without  valid  action  against  such  use. 
Manufacturers,  producers  or  traders  of  Egyptian  nationality, 
or  domiciled  in  Egypt,  or  who  have  an  establishment  in  Egypt, 
or  have  come  from  a  country  according  reciprocity  and  certain 
associations  of  manufacturers,  producers  and  traders  and  public 
administrations,  may  register  trade  marks.  The  usual  kind  of 
provision  is  made  for  registering  applications  against  national 
interest  or  public  morality.  Articles  6  to  20  provide  for  registra- 
tion procedure  ;  categories  of  goods  ;  coincident  applications  ; 
conditional  acceptance  of  applications ;  avoiding  conflict  with 
existing  or  co-incident  claims ;  appeals ;  publication  of  accept- 
ance ;  advice  of  opposition ;  opposition  procedure ;  additions 
or  modifications  of  existing  marks ;  publication  of  applications 
affecting  registrations ;  issue  of  certificates ;  availability  of 
extracts  from  Register;  record  of  assignment,  etc.,  of  marks; 
registration  of  assignments  necessary  to  be  effective  against 
third  parties. 

Period  of  Validity 

Registrations  last  ten  years  and  are  renewed  for  similar  periods, 
though  non-use  may  become  a  ground  for  cancellation.  Can- 
celled marks  may  be  re-registered  by  another  after  three  months, 
and  renewals  and  cancellations  will  be  advertised,  while  pro- 
vision is  made  for  cancellation  or  amendment  of  improperly 
registered  marks. 


e  Marks  in  Egypt 

Description  of  Goods 

Commercial  descriptions  are  taken  to  include  name  ;  quantity  ; 
measure ;  weight ;  place  of  manufacture ;  mode  of  manufac- 
ture ;  description  of  component  parts ;  name  and  description 
of  manufacturers ;  patent  or  other  industrial  right  indication ; 
reference  to  awards.  Wherever  such  indications  are  given  they 
must  be  true  descriptions.  The  country  of  origin  must  appear 
on  goods  when  name  and  address  of  seller  appears.  The  prin- 
cipal address  of  manufacturer  must  be  accompanied  by  country^ 
of  origin  of  goods,  where  these  differ.  Geographical  names  which 
have  become  generic  words  may  be  used,  but  reference  to  medals, 
etc.,  may  only  be  employed  in  respect  of  the  products  to  which 
they  apply.  Reference  to  awards  on  goods  must  state  date  and 
exhibition,  etc.,  concerned.  Where  quantity,  measure,  capacity 
or  weight  is  a  criterion  of  value  it  may  be  required  that  one 
or  more  of  such  indications  appear  on  the  goods  in  Arabic. 

Penalties 

Several  articles  are  devoted  to  the  definition  of  punishment 
for  infractions  of  the  law  by  imitation,  usurpation,  fraud  and 
forgery  of  trade  marks  and  the  penalties  include  confiscation, 
damages,  publication  at  expense  of  defendant,  fines  and  terms 
of  imprisonment.  Provisional  protection  is  provided  for  in 
respect  of  exhibitions.  Marks  in  use  when  the  Act  comes  into 
force  and  those  registered  within  two  years  will  be  protected  as 
from  the  date  on  which  the  Act  comes  into  force,  but  renewal 
date  will  be  governed  by  the  date  of  application.  The  Ministry 
of  Commerce  will  be  responsible  for  the  regulations  to  be  set  up 
for  registration  (forms ;  procedure ;  classification  ;  publica- 
tion;  fees;  certificates).  Foreigners  may  claim  International 
Convention  rights  where  there  are  reciprocal  provisions  for 
Egypt.  Penal  laws  incompatible  with  certain  of  the  articles  are 
abrogated . 
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Cinchona  and  Quinine  Production 

[Continued  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  September  i6,  p.  313) 


Ceylon 

Cinchona  cultivation  in  Cejdon  was  started  in  about  i860, 
and  by  1875  the  exports  of  the  bark,  largely  obtained  from 
C.  succirubra,  already  amounted  to  nearly  ig,ooo  lb.  annually. 
The  ruin  of  the  coffee  industry  by  leaf  disease  in  1880  resulted 
in  a  further  increase  in  cinchona  cultivation  and  by  1887  Ceylon 
had  become  the  most  important  producing  country  in  the  world, 
exporting  in  that  year  over  13  million  lb.  of  bark.  Over-pro- 
duction followed,  with  a  consequent  fall  in  price  of  the  bark, 
and  cinchona  cultivation  was  practically  abandoned  in  favour 
of  tea.  During  recent  years,  however,  the  industry  has  to  some 
extent  been  revived,  but  the  original  C.  succirubra  trees,  many 
of  which  remain  scattered  about  the  plantation,  yield  bark 
with  a  low  content  of  quinine.  In  1927  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  attempted  to  introduce  C.  Ledgeriana,  but  the 
trial  proved  a  failure.  Experiments  are  now  being  carried  on 
with  grafting  and  with  the  selection  of  high-yielding  strains 
for  scions.  Hybrids  are  also  being  cultivated  experimentally 
and  will  be  sampled  when  old  enough.  On  the  whole  there 
seems  little  prospect  of  successfully  developing  areas  of  C. 
Ledgeriana  in  Ceylon.  There  is  a  small  export  of  succirubra 
bark,  the  figures  for  the  last  three  years  being  as  follows:  1936, 
140,4481b.;  1937,170,1281b.;  1938,155.9041b. 

Malaya 

The  first  attempt  to  introduce  cinchona  into  Malaya  appears 
to  have  been  made  in  1878,  but  it  was  not  long  before  the  great 
fall  in  the  price  of  quinine  occurred  and  interest  in  the  crop  in 
the  Straits  then  ceased.  In  1915  further  introductions  of  C. 
Ledgeriana  and  C.  succirubra  took  place,  but  in  most  cases  the 
sites  chosen  for  the  plots  did  not  meet  the  exacting  require- 
ments of  the  tree.  Since  then  trials  have  been  made  in  the 
Cameron  Highlands  with  more  promising  results.  Seed  obtained 
from  Java  was  sown  at  the  end  of  1926  and  in  the  following 
year  the  first  seedlings  were  planted  out.  Further  sowings 
followed  in  1927,  and  by  the  beginning  of  1929  approximately 
2-2-  acres  each  of  C.  Ledgeriana  and  C.  succirubra  were  planted 
out  on  jungle  land  which  had  been  completely  cleared,  with 
an  additional  acre  of  each  species  in  thinned  out  jungle  still 
providing  some  shade.  Three-year-old  bark  examined  in  1930 
gave  the  following  satisfactory  figures  for  alkaloid  content,  but 
was  at  the  same  time  remarkably  thin : — 

C.  Ledgeriana        C.  succirubra

Subsequent  analyses  made  in  1936  showed  that  although  the 
figure  for  total  alkaloids  in  the  Ledger  bark  was  practically  the 
same,  the  content  of  quinine  had  fallen  off.  The  average  figure 
obtained,  however,  was  still  better  than  that  for  Indian  bark, 
and  in  isolated  trees  the  quinine  content  sometmies  exceeded 
that  normally  found  in  Java  bark.  In  order  to  determine  the 
most  suitable  site  and  type  of  plant  a  new  series  of  experiments 
was  commenced  in  1936.  Five  plots  of  one  acre  each  are  being 
established  in  different  parts  of  the  Highlands,  and  in  each 
case  C.  succirubra,  C.  Ledgeriana  (both  on  its  own  roots  and 
grafted  on  C.  succirubra)  and  succirubra  x  Ledgeriana  hybrid 
are  being  tried.  During  1937  some  thousands  of  plants  of 
C.  Ledgeriana  and  C.  succirubra  were  grown  from  seed  for 
trials  and  transplanted  to  nursery  beds,  and  in  addition  a 
number  of  self-sown  hybrid  seedlings  were  collected  for  nursery 
cultivation.  Although  the  soils  in  the  Cameron  Highlands 
are  friable  and  the  rainfall  is  adequate  for  cinchona  and  is 
evenly  distributed,  much  of  the  land  is  on  steep  slopes  and  for 
plantations  to  succeed  it  will  be  necessary  to  select  sites  as  free 
as  possible  from  the  dangers  of  erosion.  Many  of  the  conditions 
in  this  region  are  decidedly  encouraging,  but  it  is  clear  that 
much  more  experimental  work  remains  to  be  done  before  the 
possibilities  of  large-scale  planting  can  be  definitely  decided. 

St.  Helena 

The  introduction  of  cinchona  to  St.  Helena  dates  from  1868. 
Seeds  of  C.  succirubra  and  C.  officinalis  were  sown  in  this  year, 
and  by  the  end  of  1869  a  small  plantation  had  been  started  in 


an  area  of  partially  cleared  forest  at  about  2,000  ft.  Although 
the  trees  made  good  growth,  the  plantation  was  soon  aban- 
doned. It  was  stated  in  191 7  that  the  trees  were  then  still 
in  healthy  condition  after  years  of  neglect  and  had  reproduced 
naturally  from  seed.  Samples  of  bark  from  both  species  were 
examined  at  the  Imperial  Institute  in  191 7  and  gave  yields  of 
alkaloid  which  were  higher  than  the  average  for  C.  succirubra 
and  C.  officinalis. 

New  Guinea 

Although  in  Central  New  Guinea  the  soil,  elevation,  climate, 
and  rainfall  conditions  resemble  very  closely  those  of  Java,  the 
introduction  of  cinchona  into  this  territory  is  only  very  recent. 
Seedlings  have  been  reared  successfully  in  the  Ramu  Valley, 
and  it  was  stated  early  last  year  that  the  Government  Experi- 
mental Station  had  many  hundreds  of  well-grown  plants  suit- 
able for  distribution.  They  are  as  yet  too  young  for  determina- 
tions of  the  quinine  content. 

Nyasaiand 

Cinchona  officinalis  was  grown  at  Chirmga,  near  Zomba,  early 
in  this  century,  but  the  area  was  planted  up  with  Ceara  rubber 
in  1907  and  subsequently  abandoned.  In  clearing  the  land  in 
1928  it  was  found  that,  in  spite  of  neglect  and  overcrowding 
with  other  vegetation,  some  of  the  trees  were  still  alive,  which 
suggests  that  the  conditions  there  are  not  unfavourable  to 
cinchona.  No  development,  however,  seems  to  have  taken  place 
in  this  country. 

Northern  Rhodesia 

A  plantation  of  about  1,000  trees  of  cinchona  is  stated  to 
have  been  established  on  Hill  Wood  Farm,  Mwinilunga,  in 
1929.  The  trees  apparently  grew  well,  as  some  were  reported 
later  to  be  seeding,  but  no  further  information  as  to  their  progress 
or  as  to  the  species  is  available.

Business  in  all  markets  continues  active  and  is  only  restricted  in  some 
instances  by  the  limited  volume  of  goods  being  offered.  This  feature 
is  chiefly  concerned  with  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils,  the  spot 
holders  of  these  commodities  conserving  their  stocks  as  much  as 
possible.  Shipment  business  has  not  yet  begun  to  move  to  any  extent. 
A  fair  number  of  products  are  now  being  quoted  by  overseas  shippers 
but  importers  are  handicapped  by  fluctuating  rates  of  exchange  and 
the  uncertainty  of  marine  war  risks  insurance  and  other  charges  which 
will  be  additional  to  their  shippers'  quotations.  In  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals  markets  some  further  increases  in  sales  prices 
are  recorded,  and  these  are  all  accounted  for  by  advances  in  raw 
materials  and  other  higher  costs  of  production.  General  conditions 
are  firm,  but  there  is  no  shortage  of  supplies. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  demand  for  these  products  continues  unabated  and  this  week 
there  has  been  a  strong  inquiry  for  spot  and  bonded  goods  from  the 
Continent,  chiefly  Baltic  countries,  but  business  has  not  materialised, 
as  up  to  the  time  of  writing  all  applications  for  export  licences  had 
been  unanswered.  Tlie  general  level  of  spot  values  continues  to  advance, 
with  holders  of  stocks  declining  to  do  any  business  except  in  limited 
quantities  to  their  former  customers.  The  shipment  quotations  coming 
to  hand  show  marked  increases  and  fresh  supplies  will  have  to  be  at 
still  higher  figures.  Spanish-Italian  Mercury  is  again  quoted  sharply 
dearer.  Japanese  products  are  also  much  dearer. 

Essential  Oils 

Dealers  report  continued  inquiry  for  a  full  range  of  these  products, 
with  the  spot  markets  all  firm  and  prices  moving  up.  Some  shipment 
quotations  are  being  received  but,  with  the  exception  of  near  Conti- 
nental sources,  it  is  not  possible  to  work  on  them  within  a  margin  of 
lo  to  20  per  cent.  Japanese  Peppermint  is  dearer  forward  and  very 
firm  on  spot.

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"  After  Eighty  Years  " 

Sir, — Your  article"  After  Eighty  Years  "  in  the  C.&-  D.,  Sept.  i6, 
p.  314,  interested  me  very  much,  and  I  cast  my  mind  back  to 
the  time  I  first  saw  the  C.  &-  D.  As  far  as  I  can  remember  it  was 
about  1883,  when  I  was  a  "junior"  ;  I  went  to  be  an  apprentice 
to  a  chemist  (pharmacist  wasn't  much  used  in  those  days)  in 
November  1879,  and  as  your  publication  was  launched  in  1839, 
the  No.  9  in  the  year  has  been  important  to  me.  The  paper  must 
have  proved  an  untold  blessing  to  thousands,  for,  while  upholding 
the  professional  side  of  our  calling,  it  has  also  given  prominence 
to  the  commercial  or  "bread  and  butter"  side.  My  employer 
always  permitted  me  to  read  it,  and — what  was  somewhat  rare 
in  those  days — he  encouraged  me  to  compete  in  the  "Corner  for 
Students"  competition,  and  a  very  great  gain  this  was  to  me, 
and  though  one  had  to  do  the  analytical  work  before  8  a.m.  or 
after  9.30  p.m.,  ultimately  I  managed  to  get  to  the  top.  In  addition 
you  have  always  been  to  the  fore  in  any  new  development 
in  the  calling :  successively  dentistry,  optics,  photographies,  and 
latterly  the  modern  toilet  branch,  which  bulks  .so  largely  to-day. 
You  have  been  fearless  in  expressing  your  views,  even  when  they 
have  been  "agin  the  government."  Moreover,  your  publication 
must  have  put  many  pounds  into  the  chemists'  tills,  while  the 
articles  for  students  have  meant  much  in  knowledge  and  en- 
couragement. Your  illustrations  have  always  been  of  the  best, 
and  not  least  those  in  the  eightieth  anniversary  number.

Sir, — Your  charming  historical  sketch  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  during  the  past  eighty  years  (September  16,  p.  314) 
caused  me  to  look  through  my  small  collection  of  pharmaceutical 
antiques,  among  them  the  interesting  replica  you  mention  of 
No.  I,  Vol.  I,  of  September  15,  1859.  It  was  issued  as  a  Jubilee 
souvenir  with  your  Summer  Number  of  July  31,  1909,  in  which 
a  thirty-two  page  account  of  the  fifty  years  of  progress  included 
a  fine  plate  portrait  of  Sir  Walter  Vaughan  Morgan,  Bart,  (one  of 
the  six  equally  distinguished  Morgan  Brothers,  the  proprietors), 
who  was  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  1905-6.  It  was  there  related  of 
Mr.  A.  C.  Wootton,  Ph.C,  the  second  Editor — and  the  first,  with 
his  five  successors,  whom  I  have  had  the  honour  of  knowing — 
— that  "he  helped  to  make  his  journal  a  veritable  'Times'  of 
pharmacy,  so  that  when  he  wrote  it  was  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  that  thundered."  When  he  retired  in  1899  after  thirty 
years'  service  "he  was  succeeded  by  the  assistant  editor,  who 
had  joined  the  staff  in  1886,"  a  very  modest  reference  to  himself 
by  the  late  Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  Ph.C.  In  that  year  (1909)  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  met  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne 
under  the  presidency  of  Mv.  James  F.  Tocher,  B.Sc,  F.I.C., 
Ph.C. :  incidentally  in  the  same  number  I  find  an  article  of  mine 
on  "Pharmacy  in  Portugal"  running  to  four  pages. 

Almost  equally  valuable  is  a  replica  in  miniature  (4^  in.  by 
3i  in.)  of  the  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  J  anuary  15, 
1879,  then  a  monthly;  this  was  probably  another  anniversary 
souvenir.  This  also  I  have  preserved ;  I  have  been  a  subscriber 
(and  contributor)  since  1889.  Among  many  other  features  in 
this  number  interesting  historically  is  a  page  illustrating  ' '  New 
Premises  erected  for  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Thompson,  Alders- 
gate  Street,"  an  advertisement  of  Messrs.  May  &  Baker  (as 
in  1859,  for  mineral  acids,  cyanides,  mercurials  and  chemicals 
generally),  and  a  page  of  Messrs.  A.  &  F.  Pears'  transparent  soap 
balls,  with  an  offer  of  a  glass  stand  for  them  (22  in.  high,  at  20s.). 
A  "Letter  to  the  Editor"  from  Boston,  U.S.A.,  dated  Dec.  11, 
1878,  reads  to-day  as  true  as  it  did  sixty  years  ago — 

"  I  want  to  tell  you  that  I  think  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
is  the  best  of  the  trade  journals  I  am  acquainted  with.  I  never 
saw  any  other  publication  in  which  the  advertisements  were 
displayed  in  such  a  readable  and  taking  way  as  they  are  in 
your  journal.  I  always  look  through  the  advertisements  before 
I  read  the  other  matter.  The  reading  matter  is  always  very 
desirable  and  of  great  use  both  in  the  '  trade '  and  in  the 
'scientific'  direction." 

To  have  attained  and  maintained  the  position,  without 
question,  of  the  most  accurate  and  complete  reflex  of  pharmacy 
in  the  world — business  and  professional,  "for  retailer,  whole- 
saler and  manufacturer" — is  indeed  a  great  achievement.

A  Definition  of  "Drug" 

Sir, — The  definition  of  a  "drug"  in  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938  (C.  cS-  D.,  September  9,  p.  287),  is  given  as  "including 
medicine  for  internal  or  external  use."  This  is  wide  enough  to 
cover  any  substance  which  is  used  medicinally,  and  is  a  far  wider 
definition  than  we  should  have  hoped  for  when  formulating  any 
claim  for  the  restriction  of  the  sale  of  drugs  to  pharmacists. 
Now  that  we  are  again  unhappily  in  a  state  of  war,  there  will 
be  no  hope  of  any  legislation  for  the  improvement  of  pharmacy 
until  after  the  return  of  peace,  but  that  is  no  reason  why  we 
should  not  continue  to  give  plenty  of  thought  to  the  ways  by 
which  we  could  obtain  a  better  status. — Yours  faithfully,

Pharmacy  in  West  China 

Sir, — Your  readers  may  be  interested  m  the  effect  of  the 
Sino-Japanese  hostilities  upon  work  in  pharmacy  at  the  West 
China  University,  Chengtu.  Enemy  air  raids  into  W.  China  are 
immediately  heralded  throughout  the  entire  area,  so  that  all 
precautions  are  taken  for  protection  and  defence.  Chengtu  is  a 
long  way  from  the  enemy  air-base,  making  large-scale  bombing 
raids  exceptionally  dangerous  and  costly.  A  large  squadron  of 
Russian  planes  and  pilots  has  recently  arrived  in  W.  China,  thus 
greatly  increasing  the  risk  to  Japanese  bombers.  The  chief  effect 
of  raids  is  to  intensify  the  determination  of  the  people  to  resist 
the  invader  at  all  costs.  China  is  confident  of  ultimate  victory, 
but  for  this  it  naturally  depends  upon  its  friends  among*  the 
We.stern  nations  to  stop  supplying  the  enemy  with  war  material 
and  cease  buying  Japanese  products.  China  is  greatly  encouraged 
by  financial  loans  from  U.S.A.  and  Britain.  I  was  recently 
invited  by  the  Head  of  the  Central  Government  Health  Adminis- 
tration, at  the  suggestion  of  Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek,  to  visit 
Chungking  (the  provisional  capital  of  China)  to  discuss  ways  and 
means  of  meeting  emergency  requirements  for  drugs  and  medi- 
cines in  China,  in  view  of  hostilities.  As  a  result  of  these  discus- 
sions the  International  Red  Cross  Committee  and  the  New  Life 
Mo\'ement  (through  Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek),  granted  financial 
assistance  to  the  Department  of  Pharmacy  of  the  West  China 
LTnion  University  toward  equipment,  machinery,  botanic 
gardens,  staff  and  maintenance.  Accordingly,  the  Department  of 
Pharmacy  was  reorganised  into  three  main  divisions :  Curricular 
Studies  ;  Research  in  Crude  Drugs  ;  and  Experimental  Manu- 
facture of  Drugs  and  Medicines.  The  division  of  curricular 
studies  (school  of  pharmacy)  plans  to  increase  considerably  its 
enrolment  of  students  this  autumn.  The  divisions  of  research 
and  manufacture  have  already  undertaken  work  and  for  con- 
venience and  for  future  expansion  these  are  being  named  the 
"West  China  Pharmacal  Laboratories."  Already  there  are  indi- 
cations that  the  project  will  develop  rapidly  into  a  substantial 
manufacturing  and  distributing  centre.  New  industries  of  all 
kinds  are  being  establi.shed  and  rapidly  developed  on  a  large 
scale  in  this  section  of  China.  Among  them  are  several  pharma- 
ceutical manufacturing  plants  under  both  Government  and 
private-company  control.  The  opportunity  for  the  development 
of  Western  pharmaceutical  business  and  education  in  China  has 
never  been  better  than  at  the  present  time,  but  unless  American, 
Canadian  and  British  pharmaceutical  interests  take  immediate 
advantage  of  present  conditions,  the  opportunity  will,  I  believe, 
pass  entirely  into  the  hands  of  European  and  Chinese  interests 
already  "in  on  the  ground  floor."  The  West  China  Pharmacal 
Laboratories  are  temporarily  located  in  an  evacuated  school 
building,  but  when  re-occupation  bv  the  school  is  desired  it  will 
be  necessary  for  us  to  vacate  this  and  find  other  quarters.  In 
this  connexion,  I  wish  to  make  an  appeal  to  some  friend  or  group 
of  friends  for  a  pharmacy  building.  While  in  U.S.A.  and  Canada 
in  1937-1938  I  solicited  the  sum  of  820,000  for  this  purpose.  I 
was  not  successful  in  securing  it  then,  as  the  amount  evidently 
seemed  too  great.  At  the  present  rate  of  exchange  between 
U.S.A.  and  Canadian  currency  and  Chinese  money,  however, 
only  approximately  $7,000  will  be  required,  instead  of  820,000. 
This  amount  will  cover  the  erection  in  Chengtu  of  both  a  college 
building  and  a  dormitory  building  to  accomodate  about  one 
hundred  students.  Through  these  buildings  and  students 
tremendous  service  can  be  rendered  to  China.

R.  A.  C.  S.  (25/7). — Dispensing  difficulty. — The  difficulties 


arising  from  the  prescription  are  two-fold.  Firstly,  the  chloral- 
amide  is  present  in  excess  of  its  solubility ;  and,  secondly,  it  is 
incompatible  with  alkalis.  This  is  because,  when  warmed 
with  alkali,  chloralamide  decomposes,  producing  ammonia, 
chloroform,  and  a  formate.  Since  the  amount  of  alkali 
is  small,  it  seems  probable  that  the  mixture  can  be  dispensed 
as  written  without  imdesired  changes  occurring.  If  this  is  so, 
the  following  method  gives  a  satisfactory  mixture : — Grind  the 
chloralamide  to  a  fine  powder  and  triturate  with  one  fluid  ounce 
of  chloroform  water.  Add  gradually  one  fluid  ounce  of  mucilage 
of  acacia  and  triturate  thoroughly.  Add  the  syrup  and  chloro- 
form water  almost  up  to  volume,  then  add  the  spirit  of  sal 
volatile  and  chloroform  water  up  to  eight  fluid  ounces.  How- 
ever, it  seems  advisable  to  consult  the  prescriber  with  a  view 
to  omitting  the  spirit  of  sal  volatile,  since  not  only  is  it  a  chem- 
ical incompatibility,  but  spirit  of  sal  volatile  stimulates  the 
medullary  centres,  while  chloralamide  is  a  hypnotic.  If  the 
spirit  of  sal  volatile  is  omitted,  the  syrup  could  advantageously 
be  replaced  with  aromatic  syrup.

Various  derivatives  of  the 
anthraquinone  groups  are  being  tried  but  more  tests  are  required 
before  they  can  be  recommended  as  stock  aperients.

M.  McA.  (5/9). — Goat  skins. — The  following  general  informa- 
tion regarding  the  removal  of  hair  from  goat's  skin  will  probably 
be  of  assistance  to  you.  The  hair  can  be  loosened  hy  the  use  of 
lime,  for  which  pits, usually  worked  in  sets  of  three,  are  employed. 
The  first  pit  contains  lime  mixture  which  is  old  and  nearly 
exhausted,  the  second  fairly  old,  and  the  third  contains  freshly 
made  or  strengthened  lime  mi.xture.  The  duration  of  the  process 
IS  very  variable,  ranging  from  four  to  five,  or  even  up  to  fourteen 
days,  and  the  quantity  of  lime  used  is  even  more  indefinite,  being 
variously  stated  at  from  i  lb.  to  12  lb.  per  hide.  If  suspended 
from  frames  in  the  pits,  hides  lime  well  and  rapidly,  especially  if 
rocked  or  frequently  shaken.  If  the  hides  be  limed  for  one  to  four 
days  in  a  sharp,  new  lime,  and  are  then  transferred  to  a  pit  of 
water  maintained  at  a  temperature  of  40-50  degrees  C.  for  some 
hours,  they  will  readily  part  with  their  hair,  and  at  the  same  time 
be,  to  a  considerable  extent,  free  from  lime.  When  the  hair  is 
fully  loosened,  it  is  removed  either  by  scraping  with  a  blunt 
knife,  or  pulling  with  stocks.  A  solution  for  hardening  the  skins 
can  be  made  as  follows : — Dissolve  one  pound  of  alum  in  one 
gallon  of  water  and  dissolve,  separately,  four  ounces  of  sodium 
carbonate,  together  with  eight  ounces  of  sodium  chloride  in 
half  a  gallon  of  water.  Add  the  soda-salt  solution  slowly  to  the 
alum  solution  with  constant  stirring.  Immerse  the  skin  in  this 
solution  for  from  two  to  five  days,  according  to  its  thickness. 
An  alternative  method  is  to  mix  the  above  salts  with  sufficient 
flour  to  make  a  thin  paste.  Tack  the  skin  out  on  a  board, 
flesh  side  up,  and  apply  a  coating  of  the  paste  about  ^  in.  thick. 
Next  day  scrape  off  most  of  the  paste  and  apply  another  coating. 
Apply  two  or  three  coatings  altogether,  leaving  the  last  coating 
on  the  skin  for  three  or  four  days.  Finally,  scrape  off  and 
rinse  in  water.  Stretch  out  the  skin  and  sponge  over  the  flesh 
side  with  a  thin  soap  paste  and,  after  this  has  penetrated  the 
skin,  apply  a  thin  coating  of  oil.  Leave  the  skin  stretched  out 
to  dry  and  finally  clean  in  petrol  and  sawdust.

Control  of  Poisons  Sales 

We  have  steadily  and  persistently  advocated,  in  what  we 
believe  would  be  the  ultimate  interests  of  the  trade,  the  stiict 
enforcement  of  the  law  as  to  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  the  voluntary 
adoption  of  stringent  regulations.  The  schedule  of  poisons  is  the 
justification  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  The  legislature  would  never 
have  protected  the  title  of  "chemist  and  druggist"  if  it  had  not 
been  for  the  pubUc  necessity  of  registering  all  retailers  of  poisons. 
For  their  own  sakes,  as  well  as  for  the  sake  of  the  public  safety, 
chemists  should  have  shown  themselves  eager  to  safeguard  pur- 
chasers in  every  possible  way  from  the  risks  of  accident,  or  from 
"the  sudden  impulses"  towards  suicide.  The  sale  of  poisons  is 
not,  as  it  is  often  assumed  to  be,  a  sort  of  sop  given  by  Parliament 
as  a  reward  to  chemists  for  being  so  good  as  to  be  examined  ;  it 
is  a  serious  business  which  the  law  insists  shall  be  carried  out, 
and  if  chemists  neglect  their  duties  in  regard  to  it,  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  refuse  to  execute  the  task  committed 
to  it,  there  is  a  very  short  way  out  of  the  difficulty  which  will 
assuredly  be  one  day  adopted.
